DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-19 are pending. 

2. Pre-Appeal Brief Request filed 05/18/2009 has been received and fully 
considered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches receiving information from an outside source to change portions of the system 
(e.g. encryption keys) and teaches the general concept of changing security levels of a 
system. However, the prior art fails to teach using a first retrieved indicator from an 
outside source that instructs the system to operate at a higher level of security while 
using a second retrieved indicator from an outside source, that must be authenticated, 
indicating the system to operate at a lower level of security. Furthermore, the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest preventing the decrease of security levels until the message 
can be authenticated while continuing to operate at the higher level of security. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
